It is altogether probable that, even before the present issue of this paper 
reaches its readers, the Dominion Parliament will be dissolved and writs 
issued for a new Parliament whose legal span of life will run until 1927 
unless, because of some exceptional circumstance, it is deemed advisable 
to consult the people before that year. 

In compliance with the terms of the constitution of Canada a census 

of the population was taken in the month of June last. It is alsa previded 
by the constitution that upon the completion of such census the represen- 
tation of the several Provinces in the House of Commons shall be readjust- 
in. such manner as to give to each Province equality of representation 
ed on population such readjusted representation to become effective upon 
nination of the then existing Parliament,

The action taken may be constitutional within the striet meaning of the 
but it séems a violation of the spirit of the constitution. Yet it Is not 
the first time this has happened in Canada. -In fact evér since the popula- 
tion of the West began to increase so rapidly, while. the population of On- 
tario and the MMoritinie Provinces failed to keep pace with Quebec’s in- 
crease in population, there has been a tendency at Ottawa to precipitate 
general elections in the year of the census taking right on the eve of redis- 
tribution but before making it effective. 

Let us take a historical glance back over the past thirty years and the 
last three census enumerations. In 1891 the House of Commons consisted 
of 215 members representing the Provinces as follows: Ontario 92, Quebec 
65, Nova Scotia 21, New Brunswick 16, Prince Edward Island 6, Manitoba 5, 
British Columbia 6, North West Territories 4. This was a census year but 
instead of a redistribution bill being passed before going to the country, 
[arliament was dissolved, the issue being Reciprocity with the United States. 
it was not until five years later, that the country secured the benefits of the 
readjustment which’ was really dye in 1891. : 

The next census came in 1901, but a general election had been held the 
preceding year, but as the result of the prevlously delayed redistribution On- 
tario was: entitled to only 86 members instead of .92, the three Maritime 
Provinces lost 8, while Manitoba doubled its quota from 5 to 10, the North 
West Territories from 4 fo 11, and British Columbia added one. " In 1905 
tlie new Provinces of Alberta and Saskatchewan were created, “Saskatche- 
wan being given 10 members and Alberta 7. This additional representa- 
tion became effective in 1908. ; 

’ While the figures of the census of 1911 were being tabulated, Recipro- 
eity with the United States again became a live issue and an Agreement 
signed with the United States came before, Parliament ratification. 
Strong opposition developed in Eastern Canada and the Opposition obstruct- 
ed and blockaded the passage of the bill. The Government tliereupon ap- 
pealed to the country, and once again the West was deprived of its rightful 
represeatation on a question in which it was vitally interested, while the 

_ East was allowed a representation to which it was not justly entitled. 

War broke out in 1914 and by agreement the life of the Parliament 

elected in 1911 was extended and it. was not until 1917, therefore that the.

In other words, although the membership of the House of Commons only 
inereased from 215 in 1891 to 234 on the stréngth of the census. of 1911, 
the representation west of the Great Lakes rose from 15 to 57, while the 
representation east of the Great Lakes fell from 200 to 177.’ 

It is generally agreed, both East and West, that the same evolution 
in the political power of the country is taking place; that is, that the repre- 
sentation of the West will be increased and that of the East decreased when 
the final figures for 1921 are tabulated. It means that for one-half of the 
whole period during which the readjusted representation should be in effect 
the West will he Han eerenredenked:

Make The Most 
Of Apples 


“BY LORETTO C. LYNCH 


An Acknowledged Expert ia 
All Matters Pertaining to 
Household Management. 


With the first days of autumn, the 
marketer sees a glorious array.. of 
healthful apples, Apples are to the 
fruit world what potatoes are among 
vegetables. Unlike most fruits, we 
do not readily tire of them. It be- 
hooves. the housewife, therefore, to 
buy apples in quantity—such quantity 
as she can conveniently store. 

Pick out the- best looking apples 
from among those you ._purchase, wash 
them thoroughly with a brush and 
warm water, dry and polish with soft 
paper. Pile these in your prettiest 
fruit dish. The kiddie will often 
pass by the candy box to pick up and 
bite into an attractive apple. 

While nearly always apples in the 
raw are easily digested, it sometimes 
happens that‘in order to be more easy 


of digestion, they need to be cooked.) 


There are innumerable recipes for 
cooking. apples in various ways, but 
every housewife should be familiar 


‘with at least three or four easy meth; 


ods of preparation without reference 
to her cook book. 

For baking, select the green or 
cooking apple. It is perfectly pos- 
sible to bake the pretty red apple 
sO common in many sections, but 
long ago decided 
upon the all-round superiority of the 
green apple. . Since apples are of 


| the acid fruits, cooking them in either 


tin or fron vessels must. be avoided. 
An earthen baking dish, an aluminum 
pot or pan, or the famillar agate or 
granite utensil must be used. — 

Before deciding as to the number 
of apples you’ will bake, remember 
that a left-over baked apple that has 
been properly cared for, is quite as 
good the second or third day after 
baking. It may be wise in order to 
economize in oven’heat to bake more 
than you expect to use immediately. 

Scrub the apple, remove the core 
and a. strip of skin an inch in 
width. from the stem end of the ap- 
ple. This will help to prevent the 
bursting of the skin. Place the apple 
on the baking dish, fill each cavity 
with brown: sugar and add either a 
few grains of ground cinnamon or a 
few drops of lemon juice to each ap- 
ple. <A dot of butter may be put here 
and there on the apple. 

Pour a little water, preferably hot, 
into the bottom of the baking dish 
and set the dish in'a moderate oven. 
; Open the oven every. ten minutes and 
with a spoon dip the syrup over the 
-apple to prevent burning. Serve 
cold either with the’ syrup formed in 
the dish or with cream, plain or 
whipped. 

From the less perfect apples one 
may prepare stewed apples. Cut the 
apple in half, remove’the skin and 
core and from each half of the apple 
sections. Make a 
syrup by. boiling together for. five 
Ininutes a cup of water and one- four th 
ofa cup of sugar. 

Into. this put the apple aka stew 
slowly until tender. Care must be 
taken not to dvercook the apples and 
cause them to break.
